CHUNGKING, China, Feb. 26.—Well-informed Ameri- 
can, British and Chinese military experts expressed belief 
today that Japan would attack Russia through Siberia with- 
in two months. Russian sources likewise expressed belief 
that the attack would come but declined to speculate on its 


date. 


In some quarters it was suggested that the belief that 
Japan would attack Russia, as expressed in a survey of 
expert opinion, was the result of wishful thinking. 


"EXCLUSIVE 


Most of the experts, however, based their opinion on 
the belief that it was imperative for Japan to protect its 
flank and remove the danger of a Russian attack or of an 
arrangement by which United States planes might be based 


in Siberia. 


The experts said they believed Japan would attack 
Russia as soon as the invasion of the Netherlands East Indies 
had taken a decided turn in its favor and that the attack 
would be made before any attempt to conquer India or Aus- 


tralia. 


In speculating on a Japanese attack on Russia, the 
experts said they believed Japan and Germany had agreed 
that the best means of knocking out Russia was by a 
two-front war and that later they hoped to devote their 
attention exclusively to the United States and Great Bri- 


tain. . 


They said also that an invasion of Australia was not of 
vital immediate importance to Japan, because it had occu- 
pied Timor and occupation of New Guinea would make Dar- 


win, in northern Australia, untenable as a major naval base 


without control of the air.

American submarines 
smashing at Japan’s sea- 
borne invasion armies were 
officially reported today to 
have torpedoed two army 
transports, an auxiliary ship 
and a freighter. A bulletin 
from Netherlands East Indiés 
headquarters announced the 
attacks occurred within the 
past 48 hours. 

In addition, a Japanese war- 
ship, one of a squadron, was list- 
ed as “presumed” hit, The attack- 
ing United States submarine was 
forced to dive before it could ob- 
serve the effect of its torpedo. 

In the battle of Burma, a Reuters 
dispatch said fresh Chinese troops 
were streaming southward into the 
beleaguered country, ready to com- 
bat any Japancse thrust northward 
toward Mandalay, 375 miles above 
Rangoon.

Investiture of the board of 
governors with full control 
over University of Alberta 
activities is recommended by 
the special committee ap- 
pointed by the provincial gov- 
ernment to investigate and 
report on the operation, ad- 
ministration and future needs 
of that institution. Increase 
in the membership of the 
board from 13, as at present, 
jto 15 also is recommended in 
the report, which was tabled 
in the legislature on Wednes- 
day by Hon. Solon E. Low, 
provincial treasurer, in the 
absence of Premier William 
Aberhart, who is also minis- 
ter of education. 

While described as “interim” 
the report is lengthy and includes 
a total of 58 recommendations. 
Widespread changes in the Uni- 
versity set-up and administration 
are advocated. 

A leading recommendation is that 
the general faculty council take 
over most of the academic functions 
now performed by the senate, in- 
cluding recommendations to convo- 
cation as to granting degrees. 


WOULD REDUCE SENATE 
Along the same line, the commit- 
tee recommends that the senate, 
membership in which is now 54, be 
reduced to not more than 25, as the 
present strength is considered un- 
wieldy. 
A building program of $1,000,000 
spread over 10 years, is advocated. 
It is that recommenda- 
tions in the report will be used 
as a basis for amendments to the 
University Act, which will be 
introduced at the current session. 


It is recommended that no mem- 
ber of the board of governors hold 
office more than six years. The 
term of the chancellor's and sen- 
ators’ offices would be limited to 
four years, 

Exploration of the quarter-term 
system is advocated, as is greater 
use of the University plant.

Walker States 


TORONTO, Feb. 26—(CP)— 
Alex Walker, Dominion president 
of the Canadian Legion, in a 
speech here Wednesday night de- 
Clared that Canada today was in 
the same position as Australia was 
three months ago. He asserted 
that ;Btave, personal danger con- 
fronts every man, woman and 
child in all our provinces border- 
ing on the two oceans and the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence—and per- 
haps far inland.” 


Mr. Walker read a prepared 
speech at the Military Institute to 
the business men’s section of the 
Canadian Legion. 

He said “if garly in December 
anyone in Australia had warned his 
fellow-countrymen that their cities 
would be bombed by February, less 
than three months away, he would 
not only have been looked upon as a 
Scaremonger but would have been 
regarded as a fifth columnist. Yet 
the tragedy that is being enacted in 
our sister-dominion ‘down under’ 
today and the further, terrible dan- 
ger that faces the gallant but ill- 
prepared Australian people need no 
elucidation from me.” 


TAKES GRIM TURN 


Mr. Walker said he was making 
the address at the risk of being “ac- 
cused in some quarters of being a 
scaremonger,y of attempling to dis- 
turb the precious ‘morale’ of our 
people.” 

But he warned the war had taken 
a grim turn.

“Students may enter at the be- 
ginning of any quarter and with- 
draw at the end, without loss of 
credit. Those who must take a po- 
sitio, to earn money before con- 
{inuing may drop out for any num- 
ber of quarters required to meet 
their need in this respect. Those in 
a financial position to do so may 
attend continuously throughout the 
year if they wish. 

“Such a system would seem par- 
ticularly applicable to the imme- 
diate post-war period when stu- 
dents in receipt of rehabilitation 
support should attend continuously. 
It might be tried experimentally, 
or sooner if the war emergency 
leads to continuous operation, and 
continue there after if successful. 

Dealing with alumni responsibil- 
ity, the report recommends that a 
more systematic effort be made to 
inspire students with loyalty and a 
sense of responsibility towards the 
university, so that they may go out 
as crusaders for their Alma Mater. 


The committee recommends that 
the students should have direct 
representation on the senate, and 
provision for this is included in the 
proposed revisions of the University 
Act. Other forms of representation 
for the alumni also are recom- 
mended, including enlarged repre- 
sentation on the board of governors, 

Taking up the subject of stu- 
dent wastage, the report says a 
few submissions to the committee 
called attention to what was be- 
Heved to be the excessive num- 
ber of students failing, especially 
among freshmen. 

“The data supplied by the regis- 
trar did not show the percentage of 
failures to be larger in this uni- 
versity than in other similar institu- 
tions,” says the report, 

The committee did not have time 
to make a detailed study of the 
degree of genuine wastage, but be- 
lieves such a study would be worth 
carrying out. ‘ 

The report says “the machinery 
for appeals by students should be 
simple, adequate and clearly out- 
lined in the university calendar. 
This is a subject the commitiee 
proposes to explore more fully.” 

Dealing with representations for 
a central preliminary school of 
nursing, submitted by the Alberta 
Association of Registered Nurses, 
with the approval of the Canadian 
Nurses association, the committee 
says it was favorably impressed by 
this scheme which it understood to 
be in line with progressive develop- 
ments in a number of American in+ 
stitutions, 

“Since, however, its proponents 
estimate an average class of 250 
students, requiring large classrooms 
and laboratories, i, is manifestly 
impracticable to launch such a 
scheme without new building de- 
velopments, When these can be 
provided, and the present schoo! of 
nursing is adequately housed, the 
committee recommends that the 
proposal for a central preliminary 


On no point did the survey com- 
mittee receive more submissions 
than on the importance of intensify- 
ing the work of the department of 


extension throughout the province. ! 


“The committee is heartily in 
favor of substantial expansion but 
thinks part of this might well take 
the form of increasing the public 
contacts of the staff of other de- 
partments of the university,” says 
the report. 

The committee feels that ‘the 
budget of the department might 
reasonably be increased by one- 
third and that the staff should be 
strengthened by adding an assistant 
director, an agricultural secretary, 
and at least one qualified instruc- 
tor in political «economy and} 
sociology. 

_ Research problems and the possi- 
bility of more effective functioning 
by the university in the develop- 
ment of the agricultural and indus- 
trial resources of the province are 
also covered in the report. 


The report says the committee 
believes that the Rescarch Council 
of Alberta can serve a most useful 
purpose as the research arm of the 
Provincial government. 


“An agency which ties in the 
research capacity of the university 
to provincial needs as seen by the 
government should be used to the 
fullest extent compatible with fin- 
ancia] responsibility,” says the re- 
port. “At least some expansion of 
activity over the very. restricted 
program of the past 10 years would 
seem justifiable. 

“It would seem that in due course, 
the organization of the Alberta Re- 
search council should be extended | 
to’ cover the whole range of tech- 
nical problems in the development 
of the natural resources of the prov- 
ince,” 


UNIVERSITY ACT 

Part 2 of the report is devoted to 
the University act. 

“It the view of the committee,” 
says the report, “that as near as 
may be, there should be one sup- 
reme authority in all matters per- 
taining to the university, whether 
administrative or academic. The 
Committee is of the view that the 
interests of the university would 
best be served by constituting the 
board of governors, in general, the 
controlling body of the institution.” 

The report says the committee 
believes recommendations for de- 
grees in courses should be made by

the general faculty council and, 
subject to the general supervision 
of the board of governors, that all 
matters of purely academic nature 
should be assigned to faculty coun- 
cils or to the dean's council, the lat- 
ter to be given statutory authority, 

“The result would be that these 
matters would be dealt with by a 
body familiar with the matter with 
which it had to deal. We are satis- 
fied that this is in harmony with 
present methods and present 
thought, that is to say, that edu- 
cational matters should be handled 
by experts in their respective fields. 


POWERS IN BOARD 

At present, except as otherwise 
provided in the act, the govern- 
ment, conduct, management and 
contro] of the university and its 
properties, revenues and business 
affairs are vested in the board, to- 
gether with all other powers of the 
university not vested in or specific- | 
ally assigned to any other body. 

The senate at present, broadly 
speaking, has contro] over academic 
matters, the granting of degrees 
and has certain disciplinary powers 

“The committee believes,” says 
the report, “that the senate should 
play a more important part. in the 
activities of the university than it 
can do as at present constituted. 


IMPORTANT FUNCTION 

“The committee considers that an 
important function of the senate is 
to be a bridge or link between the 
life and activities of the province 
and those of the university, for that 
reason, its members should include 
the representatives of various ele- 
ments of society within the prov- 
ince, in addition to members repre- 
senting the board of governors, 
affiliated colleges, the department 
of education, the teaching staff and 
the alumni. 

“Heretofore, the most important 
function of the senate has been the 
granting of degrees in course and 
the consideration of purely academic 
matters. With regard to these, the 
senate has acted upon the recom- 
mendation of the several faculty 
councils, r 
GRANTS DEGREES 

“With respect to the granting of 
degrees in course, in our opinion, 
the proper body to recommend such 
dggrees to convocation ig the gen- 
eral faculty council. Other matters, 
purely academic, should be as- 
signed to such faculty councils as 
are competent to deal with them.” 

“The professions at present are

| commitice recognizes the contribu- 
| tions that may be made to the uni- 
versity by professional societies. We 
however, are of the opinion and 
recommend that the. professions 
be best served and the interests of 
the university would be advanced,

COMMITTEE AGREES 

“The whole committee agrees with 
the above, but a minority considers 
that the suggestion should be given

The minority report is signed by 
J, W. Barnett and Dr. H. C. New-

that “the University act be amend- 
ed in such a way as to guarantee to 
all staff members, officers and ser- 
vants of the university the right to

A minority report on the consti-

“In my opinion,” says Mr. Win- | 


spear, “the board of governors 
should be composed of 13 members 
comprising the chancellor of the 
university, the president of the uni- 
versity, the president, vice-presi- 
dent and one other, representative 
of the Alumni association, the dep- 
uty minister of education, and the 
chairman and five other members 
appointed by the licutenant-govern- 
ernor-in-council for a period of 
eight years. Of the first members 
appointed by the licuienantgovern- 
or-in-council, three should hold of- 
fice for four years, and thereafter 
three members should be appointed 
at four-year intervals. 

“Secondly, it is my view that the 
constitution should be so devised 
that the president of the university 
could not be appointed without the 
concurrence of the other 12 mem- 
bers of the board of governors and 
should hold office at the pleasure 
of the board.” 

The minority report said in con- 
clusion that: “It is, I think, proper 
to say that there was no evidence 
presented to the committee to the 
effect that governmental pressure 
has in the past been exerted on the 
administration of the university, 
or that the appointment of the 
president or board members has 
been motivated by any other con- 
sideration than the welfare of the 
institution.” 

The general report says the 
president is appointed directly by 
the- lieutenant-governor-in-coun- 
cil. As chief executive officer of 
the university, a member of both 
board and senate, and of all fac- 
ulty councils, he “carries great 
responsibility for harmonizing 
and unifying the whole organiz- 
ation.” 

Dealing with university finance, | 
the report says it does not appear 
that the fees charged are excessive,

at other Canadian institutions.

No one who remembers—and can 
anyone ever forget them—the unhappy 
experiences of the depression years, 
will underrate the importance of giving 
thought now to the conditions which 
may arise when the war ends, the fight- 
ing forces are disbanded, and war in- 
dustries close down. The city council 
was well advised in approving in prin- 
ciple the plans for public buildings and 
other work projects suggested by Ald- 
erman Parsons for the post-war years, 
Perhaps the conditions apprehended 
will not occur in severity, and perhaps 
plans now made will not then be found 
the most desirable. But it is better to 
take the safe course, expect widespread 
unemployment, and chart measures to 
meet it. 

The responsibility for dealing with 
such conditions, should they arise, will 
rest with the national authority; this 
duty cannot again be shouldered off 
upon the municipalities and provinces, 
and it is unlikely that any such attempt 
will be made. But the municipal 
authorities are entirely within their 
rights, and are safeguarding the inter- 
ests of their taxpayers, in emphasizing 
the point now. They are also doing 
good public service in keeping the mat- 
ter before the Government and parlia- 
ment, and in making suggestions for 
local employment projects as Edmon- 
ton’s council is doing. 

These proposals should be welcomed 
at Ottawa and doubtless. will be. If 
councils all over the Dominion take this 
course, there will be built up at the 
capital a file of works plans which are 
considered worth while in every com- 
munity, ready for consideration if and 
when the time for action comes. 


California—Why Not B.C. 


Whatever it was that sailed over the 
Los Angeles area and gave a realistic 
touch to the nightly blackout could as 
easily have sailed over Vancouver and 
Victoria, California was chosen, it 
must be supposed, instead of the Bri- 
tish Columbia coast because there are 
more people there to be frightened, or 
more property to be surveyed for 
bombing raids; not because it was more 
accessible, certainly not because less de- 
fence mechanism was to be expected. 

These are the reactions which must 
fill the minds of residents of the Pacific 
province, and may be shared in measure 
by people in this province also. They 
are facts to which it is to be supposed 
prompt and practical attention will be 
given by those responsible for our 
coastal defences. 

There is a suggestion in the des- 
patches of the amount of defence 
equipment needed to deal properly with 
raiders if they should come. Accord- 
ing to these accounts the California 
sky was ablaze with the beams of a 
large number of searchlights and the 
air over the Los Angeles district filled 
with bursting anti-aircraft shells, while 
a squadron of interceptor planes went 
up to investigate; yet the intruder got 
away. How many lights and guns and 
planes and ground troops are required 
to protect an area against raids is a 
matter for military men to decide. The 
reports from Los Angeles make plain 
even to laymen that to be effective 
against a serious attack the numbers of 
all these must be “plenty”. 

British Columbia's defences should 
be enlarged on that basis, if enlarge- 
ment is necessary to bring them up to 
the mark. Coastal protection is some- 
thing not to be trifled with, nor skimp- 
ed from any consideration of cost. 


Japan’s First Sea Defeat 


The battle of Macassar Strait was 
the first serious reverse the Japanese 
ever sustained at sea. In the war with 
Russia nearly forty years ago they 
won all the naval victories. In the first 
Great War their fleet never met the 
enemy. Their bull-dozing along the 
China coast gave their warships only 
practice operations. But in Macassar 
Strait they suffered a severe defeat, 
none the less disconcerting because it 
came unexpectedly. 

Whether the defeat was due to over: 
confidence on the'part of Tokyo, or to 
superior Allied weapons and skill, the 
practical results are the same, and the 
reaction must be also the same. Either 
the Japanese high command under: 
estimated the protective forces needed 
by its expeditionary army; or its theor- 
cetically sufficient forces were decisively 
beaten. In one case, Japanese strategy 
was inferior; in the other, Japanese 
Seamanship was shown to be inferior. 

On whichever factor the blame may 
be placed, this signal defeat must have 
a positive reaction at Tokyo. It can only 
disturb the confidence built up there 
by a record of unbroken naval suc- 
cesses. Of the strength of that confi- 
dence there is no room for doubt. Only 
men contemptuously certain of their 
superior strategic talents and over- 
whelming sea power would have  or- 


dered the Pear) Haibor outrage and | 


undertaken to fight five opponents at 
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once in every corner of the South Paci- 
fic. Tojo and his associates had no 
shadow of doubt on Dec. 7th that they 
could command the sea routes and send 
expeditionary forces wherever they. 
wanted to. 

The battle at Bali was the battle of 
Macassar Strait all over again. The de- 
feat of the Japanese naval forces was 
equally signal and equally costly. 

Are Tojo et al quite so sure now of 
sea Supremacy? Events will have to sup- 
ply the answer. They have been given 
cause to wonder about their invulner- 
ability at sea, and that is a new experi- 
ence for them. Con they take it with- 
out some misgivings?

One reassuring fact is that the 
civilians at Rangoon were evacuated 
well in advance of the Japanese 
approach. If the defenders are to make 
a last-ditch fight they will not, as at 
Singapore, be hampered by the pres- 
ence of a great mass of helpless non- 
combatants, including .tens of thou- 
sands of women age children. 


Field Marshal Keitel is in Slovakia, 
trying to drum up recruits for Hitler's 
spring offensive against Russia. Goer- 
ing and Ribbentrop have been scouring 
the other conquered states on a like 
mission.

Detailed census figures for Saskatche- 
wan tell the story of the trek from the 
south to the north in the years of devastat- 
ing drouth, The moyement was from the 
prairies to the park bell. The census divi- 
sions covering the former show a total loss 
in population of 72,742, while the park belt 
gained 38,704, The province as a whole 
suffered a loss of 34,038, as previously re- 
ported, 

The park’ bett, even with the influx 
from the south, did not retain the equiv- 
alent of its natura) jnerease in population. 
That was approximately 44,000. There was 
a considerable exodus, therefore, even 
from that area. 

This all suggests the need for close 
study of Saskatchewan's problems. The 
change in wheat growing methods seems 
to forbid a return movement to the south 
even with the best conditions on the 
prairies Where families moved out, those 
who remained cultivated a larger acrea- 
age, And they could do it more cheaply. 

A survey in 19388 showed that, with a 
13-bushe} crop, the farmer with two sec- 
tions had a production cost of 71 cents per 
bushel, compared to 99 cents for the 
farmer with a half-section, Such a varia- 
tion—estimated by the Farm Management 
Department of the Saskatchewan Univer- 
sity—-makes unlikely the breaking up of 
the larger farms, 


“Scorned Earth” Policy 
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Soil Can Produce Wealth 
Victory For People of 

This Country

Editor, Bulletin; Bhe Dominion govern- 
ment has decreed a drastic acreage reduc- 
tion. Of all the blunders that have been 
perpetrated, this is the most colossal. 

Mackenzie King said to the 400 farmers 
who went from Saskatchewan, armed with 
150,000 signatures to plead for dollar 
wheat: “We promise to do all we can, and 
we hope it will be helpful.” 

Not good enough. We must have men 
who know they can help. 

MacKinnon said: “We will do our best, 
but it won’t be easy.” ; 

What do they do in Britain when the 
members of the cabinet fail at their ap- 
pointed tasks? They replace them with 
others who can do a better job. 

Why do we not have men who can 
master the task? 

Why must we have trade commission- 
ers joy-riding to all quarters of the globe 
when we can grow our own materials 
here? 

“The exchange of goods which we call 
foreign trade,” says Dr. Carl Taylor 
Compton, “is merely the international ex- 
change of warm, moist air.” Kettering 
gives it another name—“fossilized sun- 
light”, and he continues: “The chemicals 
produced by plant leaves and solar radia- 
tion millions of years ago and stored as 
coal and oil and petroleum, are being 
produced on the earth’s surface today. 

“Ultimately,” say the signers of this 
same “Declaration of Dependence Upon 
the Soil” jn 1935, “all of our foasil-derived 
chemicals will be drawn from replaceable 
sources on the earth’s surface, rather than 
from irreplaceable stores in the earth’s 
depths.” ' 

Chemurgy is the magic key which will 
transmute waste to wealth. 

Sir Stafford Cripps asks: “Are you 
playing your part in a truly total effort?” 
The answer is “No,” and not until every 
farmer is utilizing his land to the limit of 
the greatest possible production, and every 
ounce of product and bi-product is utilized 
as organic raw material to replace the 
shortage of inorganic raw material, shall 
we have anything like an all-out effort. 

The Axis countries are doing it now on 
a large scale, and that is one of the sec- 
rets of their military strength. Western 
Canada could produce countless tons of 
synthetic rubber from sugar and turpen- 
tine, according to a process perfected by 
a Swiss—Ernest Kleiber. Thus the build- 
ing of the proposed million dollar sugar 
factory in Edmonton should not be hind- 
ered, but rather speeded up as fast as pos- 
sible, Under an adequate dry-farming 
system, a heavier yield of beets pér acre 
can be grown in the Edmonton district 
than under irrigation in Southern Alberta. 

I have a picture of hemp growing eight 
feet high in this district also, and the 
grower claims that nowhere can it be more 
luxuriously cultivated. Thus we do not 
have to grieve for the loss of Manila hemp. 

“Let us look at the farm surplus,” says 
Dr. Hale who coined the word chemurgy, 
“not only as food, but clothing, shelter, 
transportation, communication, medicine, 
and the thousand and one things we need 
and must have. Let us grow more and 
more until every acre is trapping sunshine, 
and until every human valbg has a job and 
is adding the value of his labor to things 
which nature provides so abundantly,” and 
adds, “Labor is the only thing that man 
can waste.” 

Had the warning issued by these 
scientists—that unless their plans were 
adopted another depression would occur 
about 1939 or 1940—been heeded, this 
worse than depression—this World War 
II might have been averted. 

Now again Kettering says: “These are 
the times that try men’s souls and their 
genius, and out of this new tragedy we 
shall emerge a self-sustaining people.” 

This time the bureaucrats and the in- 
dustriaiists and the financiers are forced 


*to a great extent to listen and millions of 


new acres are placed under cultivation to 
supply the new factories with raw farm 
materials to manufacture cellulose, vege- 
table oil and ethyl alcohol—the three in- 
dispensables which are destined to save 
our civilization from complete collapse, 

And this is the time for our Canadian 
government to investigate every possible 
angle for total war effort and total peace 
effort, and it is the duty of every Can- 
adian individual to bring pressure on them 
to do s0. 

We in the west must demand that this 
year’s acreage be not reduced, and that 
we are supplied with interest free money 
to build factories to turn the surplus into 
synthetic war tools. If we do not have 
the chemurgic experts it will be an easy 
matter to secure them from the United 
States. We are ideally suited for this work 
as we have thousands of acres of fallow 
land, we have the most efficient farmers 
in the whole world, and we are not clut- 
tered up with outmoded factories. 

“Lobbying is not the way to get things 
done,” says Christy Borth, but we of West~ 
ern Canada—this country of unlimtied 
riches—must find a way to develop our 
vast potentialities for the mighty enhanee- 
ment of the war effort, and for a firm 
foundation of the peace effort.

chill over the. issues he believed to be 
right, He and Churchill, therefore, may be 
assumed to have each other's measure, 


Undistinguished 


The dropping of Greenwod is approved 
in all but Labor quarters, Greenwod’s 
record during two years in office has not 
been distinguished. 

His retirement and that of Lord Reith, 
former head of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation and minister of informatjon, 
caused few ripples, Lord Portal, as min- 
ister of works and planning, is to add to 
Reith’s former tasks those of reconstruc- 
tion and planning which Greenwod had 


been doing. 
Lord Wolmer, the new minister of 
economic warfare, is regarded as an 


energetic and progressive man. 

Hugh Dalton, who is leaving now, has 
been much criticized for his blockade 
policy and his optimistic oratory. He goes 
to the board of trade. 

The appointment of Lord Cranborne, 
as colonial secretary and leader of the 
House of Lords is highly approved in all 
quarters, 

In addition to the undersecretarial ap- 
pointments to be made, Churchill is ex- 
pected to nominate a successor to Oliver 
Lyttelton in Cairo. Alfred Duff Cooper's 
name is mentioned. 

The probability of a special appoint- 
ment to India is being discussed in political 


circles, 
Halifax 


The future of Lord Halifax, ambassador 
to the United States, and of David Mar- 
gesson is slightly obscure. 

Halifax is not mentioned as a mem- 
ber of the war cabinet, a rank he has held 
throughout his tenure of office in Wash- 
ington, but it is understood that he will 
attend the meetings of the cabinet when 
he visits London, 

Margesson becomes a private member 
of parliament for the first time in more 
than 10 years. In fact, he has only been 
out of a government office twice since 
1923, both times for 10 or 12 months, 

Whether Margesson succeeded or failed 
at the war office, it should be recorded to 
his credit that he did not seek or want the 
Office and he took his dismissal with 
equally good grace. 

Most of the editorial comment in Bri- 
tain is unenthusiastically favorable to the 
changes with the exception of the Daily 
Mail which describes them as a complete 
reshuffle, with no new men introduced, 
From this the Daily Mail concludes: 

“We must look more to the new war 
cabinet rather than to the ministers out- 
side of it for the new spirit which must 
infuse our war effort,” 

The London News-Chronicle add that 
new methods and spirit are as essential as 
reorganization and repeats the words of 
the Economist's editorial, that “nowhere 
in the world is the scorched earth policy 
more necessary than in Whitehall.” 

Lord Beaverbrook’s press continues to 
urge support of the government though it 
is rumored that a new offensive against 
the government is expected to be launched 
shortly,

accord. When a large stone is de- 
tected, the best plan is to rely upon 
the advice of a good surgeon, who 
will decide whether immediate op- 
eration promises successful results, 
or whether it is advisable to delay. 

The small stones may often pass 
spontaneously. Many surgeons 
recommend a period of “watchful 
waiting” when the patient is getting 
along reasonably well and when the 
Stones are quite small. In my own 
experience I have found that in the 
case of the small stones the patient 
may often be helped by going on a 
short fast, and using the olive oil 
and grapefruit juice emulsion. The 
emulsion will stimulate the flow of 
bile and will bring about a situation 
favorable to the passage of the small 
type of stone. During the 5-day 
fast, 1 enema daily is required. 

Hot applications over the upper 
right hand side will often help re- 
duce Soreness or tenderness. 

The fast may produce the desired 
escape of the stone or stones. The 
acids of the fruit in the fruit juice 
fast often seem to stimulate a better 
flow of bile and the improved bile 
drainage wi’! help to wash out the 
smaller stones. When the stones do 
not escape the patient should go on 
a very careful diet, omitting foods 
having much fat or oi] and also 
omitting sugar and starch in any 
quantity, Constipation must be 
avoided. These measures may pro- 
vide the patient with long periods 
when he is comparatively free from 
symptoms. 

If, after a most careful fasting 
and dieting regimen, the stones stil! 
remain in the gall bladder, there is 
slill plenty of time to consider an 
operation if jt seems necessary. In- 
fection, lodgment of a etone in the 
common duct producing persistent 
jaundice, and similar situations may 
force a crisis requiring surgery, but 
it is also true that in many cases the 
best plan is to leave the stone in the 
gall bladder, giving the patient re- 
lief through a good dietary manage- 
ment of his case, avoidance of con- 
Stipation, and the use of heat over 
the gall bladder,

One-half of the group had been fed tablets 
containing gelatin, the other half had been given tablets containing 
nothing but a bit of sugar. In other words, gelatin hadn't added any 
endurance—the extra power had come from the boys thinking that they 
must be developing more endurance as a result of eating gelatin. Those 
in charge of the experiment could detect no difference in endurance be- 
tween those that actually got gelatin for three weeks and those that got 


only sugar. 


If you like to get down to brass tacks once in awhile, the above 
will explain why the patent medicine business and a number of 
special food firms must stage big advertising drives before their pro- 
ducts get any results.

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Prime Minister

it could not be used to take more 
than one plebiscite, His amendment 
stands for a Speaker's ruling on a 
point of order today. 

Mr. King said there had been con- 
tentions that the government would 
claim a big affirmative vote in the 
plebiscite as “a great victory for 
itself,’ 


“If the vote were overwhelm- 
ingly in support of the adminis- 
tration, 1 would not for one mo- 
ment claim that it was a vote of 
confidence in this particular gov- 
ernment in the carrying on of the 


war, but that it was 3 vote by the 
People of this country to give any 
government the right to feel it 
has the power which s govern- 
ment should’ have under such 
conditions,” he said. 


Mr. King said the government 
of Canada is being placed in a false 
light in the eyes of the world and 
the allies by its anti-conscription 
commitment. It was being said 
Canada could not make an all-out 
war effort becauee of that limita- 
tion. 


FALSE POSITION 


“In other words,” Mr. King said, 
“the all-out war effort is being 
identified with that one single 
thing, namely, the commitment 
against having conscription for 
overseas service should that be- 
come necessary. 

“That is putting the government 
in an entirely false position.~ Let 
us take the position as it is today. 
Would anyone say that we have not 
been working as hard as we pos- 
sibly can toward a full out war 
effort? Will anyone say that at 
the present time, if we had that full 
power, we would be exercising con- 
scription? 

“No one will say that, because it 
is not necessary and hag not be- 
come necessary, and may never be- 
come necessary.” 

It was therefore not true that 
Canadians would have conscrip- 
tion now but for the pledge, Mr. 
King said. The government was 
getting more volunteers than 
could be trained. It was import- 
ant not to put the country in a 
false light. 


Turning towards some of his own 
followers he remarked that other 
countries had long memories and 
that Canada was associated with 
other nations which were helping 
this country. 


PRESENT METHOD 


The government now was raising 
men by compulsion for service in 
Canada and by the voluntary sys- 
tem for service overseas, It was 
raising money by the voluntary 
system of loans and the compul- 
sory system of taxation. It was 
neither wise nor proper to state 
now what would be done if the 
voluntary system failed in either 
case. 

The decision would have to be 
made in the light of all conditions 
prevailing in Canada and in the 
theatres of war. 


“What the government is going 
to do when the voluntary method 
fails in the matter of loans, it 
will decide when the time comes,” 
he said, “and it will be exactly 


the same in the matter of raising 
men... . 


“And I may say this: I think the 
people of the country will see to it 
that both things are linked pretty 
closely together if one or the other 
becomes necessary,” 


REASON FOR PLEDGE 

The pledge against overseas con- 
scription was given because of con- 
ditions which resulted from the ap- 
plication of conscription in the’ first 
Great War, said Mr. King. It was 
given in the first place because all 
parties wanted to avoid the discord 
which resulted then in the event of 
another war. 

Hon. Grote Stirling (Con., Yale) 
said conscription for service over- 
seas was not an issue in the 1940 
general elections and Mr. King said 
he did not agree. 

Conditions, however, had chang- 
ed. The war had spread to all 
quarters of the globe. It was neces- 
sary that the government be free 
to take whatever action was neces- 
sary for the effective prosecution 
of the war. 

Mr. King said the leaders of all 
parties were agreed the govern- 
ment’s hands should be freed. He 
hoped all members would join 
in an educational campaign io 
impress upon the people the seri- 
ousness of the war position and 
its significance in terms of free- 
dom or slavery to every one of 
them, 

If members would present the 
case in that light to their constitu- 
ents he said he had no doubt the 
people would come out and vote on 
the plebiscite 

“I view with # good deal of con- 
cern this business of agsemblies 
perpetuating their own. existence 
for indefinite periods without al- 
lowing the people to have any 
voice in the matter, regardlesy of 
what the conditions may be,” said 
Mr. King.

MONTREAL, Feb. 26—Marking 
the acquisition of control of 
Consolidated Dyestuff Corpora- 
tion Limited by John Irwin of 
Montreal, it is announced this 
week that the name of the com- 
pany has been changed to Irwin 
Dyestuff Corporation Limited. 
This change of control brings 

under comulete Canadian owner- 
ship a company in which there was, 
prior to the war, a substantial Ger- 
man interest. Transfer of ownership 
of the company to Mr. Irwin was 
made by the Custodian of Enemy 
Property who took over the bus- 
iness in September, 1939, and under 
whose supervision it has been oper- 
ated since that time. 

Irwin Dyestuff Corporation Lim- 
ited will continue to represent Can- 
ada and to draw supplies from the 
General Aniline and Film Corpor- 
ation and General Dyestuff Corpor- 
ation, both of which United States 
firms have been represented here 
previously by Consolidated - Dye- 
stuff. In the United States, General 
Aniline which, before the war, was 
the principal subsidiary of the Ger- 
man dye trust (1-G, Farbenindustrie 
A.G.) is now being run under the 
personal controi of Treasury Sec- 
retary Henry Morgenthau with 
John E. Mack, former New York 
State Supreme Court Justice and 
longtime friend of President Roose- 
velt, as president of the company. 
ENTIRELY ELIMINATED 

In this connection it is emphasized 
that with the taking over of General 
Aniline in the United States by the 
Treasury Department and with the 
purely Canadian ownership of 
Irwin Dyestuff Corporation in Can- 
ada, German interestg have been 
entirely eliminated. 

According to Mr, Irwin, Irwin 
Dyestuff Corporation Limited will 
be operated as a subsidiary of 
McArthur-Irwin, Limited of which 


company he is president and prin- | 


cipal owner, Regarding this fact it 
is pointed out that McArthur-Irwin 
with their predecessors McArthur- 


Corneille have been in the dyestuff| 


business in pehie since 1899. It 
was in that year the first agreement 
between McArthur-Corneille and 
the Berlin Aniline works of Berlin, 
Germany, was made covering the 
importation of dyestuffs. 

Consolidated Dyestuff Corpora- 
tion Limited was formed in 1925 
through a merger of importing 
firms and has occupied a position 
as one of Canada’s leading dyestuff 
suppliers since that time, 

“The Custodian of Enemy Prop- 
erty considered it was important 
for the users of dyestuffs in Can- 
ada that the business should be con- 
tinued,” said Mr. Irwin in a recent 
interview. “Adequate supplies of 
reliable dyestuffs are of prime im- 
portance to various of our war 


industries, and I am happy to have}

OIL SUPPLY HIT 

India’s oil supply as well as 
China's is hit by the loas of the 
Rangoon refineries, which the Brit- 
ish already have destroyed or are 
about to destroy to keep them from 
the Japanese, India depended to 
a certain extent on Burmese oil 
and @ further strain will be put on 
British shipping facilities to com- 
pensate for the loss by increased 
shipments from the Persian Gulf. 

Developments in Burma thus 
constitute a definite allied set- 
back. iH seems paradoxical, but 
Japanese sticcesses there may 
have one salutary effect. That is 
the awakening of the Indian peo- 
ple to a sense of peril. 

If India’s millions become united 
in the total war effort, a vast new 
reservoir of strength will have been 
tapped. India and China in com- 
bination, as envisaged by General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-Shek, could be- 
come the instrument for an event- 
ual drive to sweep the Japanese 
back to their islands. 


IMPORTANT ISSUE 

England has signified her inten- 
tion of offering India a wide 
measure of political freedom. Much 
depends on whether the Moslenis 
and Hindus can reconcile their bit- 
ter differences and agree on a form 
of government that will work. The 
issue is so important that the British 
are likely to accept conditions which 
would have been out of the question 
before the war took such a serious

Newton States 
Wartime Place 
Of University 


The University of Alberta has 
accelerated courses that are ¢s- 


sential during wartime and has 

inaugurated several special 
courses, as part of a program to 

make its facilities available to the 
largest degree for war effort, 

Dr. Robert Newton, acting prest- 
dent of the uMiversity, told a 
meeting of the Alberta Co-opera- 
tive Wholesalers short course at 

St, Joseph's College on Wednes- 
day evening. 

Dr. Newton, in a brief after-din- 
ner address, outlined to the meeting 
the many ways in which the uni- 
versity and its students are adapt- 
ing their studies and courses to fit 
the trend of essential war needs. 


UNFAIR CRITICISM 
Dr. Newton claimed that univer- 
sity students have been subjected 
to unfair criticism because of their 
failure to enlist in larger numbers. 
He said that most of them were 
anxious to do what was best for 
the war and many had asked the 
president for advice on whether 
their services would be more valu- 
able on the field of battle or in the 
realm of science, 
He stated that considerable un- 
rest among the students would be 
eliminated if the Dominion govern- 
ment could pronounce a clear-cut 
policy regarding the position of 
university students in wartime. 
Several courses, such as differ- 
ent branches of engineering, have 
been accelerated to such an ex- 
tent that a student can,now acquire 
a three-year course in two years. 
NO VACATION 
Courses requiring epprenticeship 
are remaining on the “long vaca- 
tion” schedule to permit students 
time for apprentice work and prac- 
tical experience and study during 
the vacation period. In effect, it is 
not a vacation period to many stu- 
dents, Dr. Newton stated. 
All courses directly essential to 
war effort have been accelerated 
and several special courses, as radio 
technology, have been added to the 
curriculum, he said. 
As a result of this policy the uni- 
versity will be turning out men 
for war work at a much more rapid 
pace than previously.

If you have to aim too high, you 
may not aim at all. 
practical psychologists, the national 


committee on nutrition decided it} 


would work out better to give you 
home-makers a set of “tecommend- 
ed allowances” for the family diet- 
ary, not a set of “standard require- 
ments.” 

To be sure, the recommended 
daily allowances are the ones you 
should make your objective. But 
if you cannot possibly bring the 
menus up to such a high nutri- 
tional level, don’t let that stop 
you from doing everything you 
can, A change which you might 
regard as so minor as to be op- 
tional may be the means of vast- 
ly improving the hea‘eh of your 
entire family. That is what you 
must keep in the front of your 
mind. 

Let me tell you about a dispirited | 
little woman who was sent to the 

nutrition department of a clinic to 
get help with her food problems. 
She had so little money for food 
that on the surface of things her 
case seemed hopeless. But the die- 
titian did not inform her that she 
must provide each of her children 
with a quart of milk, orange juice 
and an egg every day. She started 
to work with what the woman had. 

The improvements made in the! 
family menus were these. The 
family began to have cooked whole 
grain cereal with milk every morn- 
ing. They also had whole wheat

They | 
lost their apathy, picked up in their 
school work, and, according to lat- 
est reports, are now full of the mis- 
chief that goes with health. | 

The more deficient the diet, the 
more readily you can see the ef- 
fect of the improvement, You do | 
not always get such prompt proof 
of the power of nutrition. But 
the average dict can stand a lot | 
of changes and they all make for 
a higher level of health. Here are 
some suggestions that any home- | 
maker can carry out without any 
extra cost: | 

1. Switch from plain white bread | 
to whole wheat or enriched, | 

2. Use a whole grain cereal every 
day. | 

3. Utilize every drop of the water 
in which vegetables are cooked. | 

4. For cheap sources of vitamin} 
C, serve daily some vegetable such 
as raw cabbage, tomatoes in some! 
form, and raw apple, and potatoes | 
in jackets, 

5. When necessury supplement the 
whole fresh milk with canned or 
dried milk. | 

6. In using a bulter substitute, 
choose one which has been enrich- 
ed with vitamin A,

Your Baby 
And Mine 


Unless a mother prepares herself 
to act in certain ways when the 
child is learning to feed himsel!. 
She is certain when unexpected 
events occur to be betrayed by her 
emotions. 

Emotional displays are highly 
exciting to a ohild. He tends to 
repeat the conduct which aroused 
them. By anticipating the con- 
duct which is certain to take 
place, the mother can stee} her- 
self to accept it without fire- 
works. This puts. her in an ad- 
vantageous: position. 

When the child first begins to 
hold a cup or glass himself he very 
quickly discovers the art of bub 
bling his milk, It's more fun than 
drinking, It’s even more thrilling 
when his mother shrieks at him to 
stop it, 

Omit the shrieks, let him bubble 
awhile and then if he seems dis- 
inclined to drink more milk, take 
the glass away and put it out of 
redch and turn to the solid foocis 
The child will come back to the 
milk later and drink it without the 
bubble-play. 

Because a baby has been accus- 
tomed to throwing his ratile on 
the floor and expecting some fatu- 
oug relative to retrieve jt, he tries 
the same tactics with his feeding 
spoon. A few mouthfuls then he 
drops the spoon over the edge of 
the chair and watches its exciting 
descent to the: floor, 

“Don't do that,” mother says with 
iron in her voice. 

Does that stop him? Not at all. 
He waits a moment and tries it 
again. Even if he gets slapped for 
his act and cries loudly for a 
moment, the excitement of drop- 
ping the spoon exceeds the pain of 
the punishment. It’s a good game, 
dropping the spoon, watching moth. 
er’s reaction and being stimulated 
by it. 

Eating with fingers is another 
trick all children attempt. 

It is a natural thing for baby to 
do, for lifting one spoonful of foud 
at a time in a small hand, unused to 
this art, gets to be tiresome and 
unsatisfying. So in goes the whole 
hand and baby gets a big mouthful 
all at once. 

Anticipate such behavior. Don't 
be too horrified by it. Tidiness 
can easily be learned after the child 
has had more practice in feeding 
himself. 

When the spoon gots down or 
the hand goes in pick up the 
spoon and remove the hand, 
without undue excitement, move 
the feeding utensils out of reach 
and finish feeding the baby your- 
self. The matter-of-fact attitude 
with which you meet such typi- 
cal feeding behavior will do much 
to prevent baby repeating it just 
to see what happens,

Paper Outlines 
Kipling’s Idea 
Of Imperialism 


An imperialism which suggests 
aggressiveness, expanron of ter- 
ritories by trickery, exploitation 
by merchants, or unprovoked in- 
tervention into a savage country 
to protect the lives of citizens or 
commercial interests could not be 
supported by Rudyard Kipling, 
said Mrs, Lewis Thomas, of the 
University of Alberta history de- 
partment, Wednesday night, at 
the final meeting of the U. of A. 
Philosophical Society held in 
room 158 Medical building. 

Mr. Thomas read the paper, 
“Kipling and Imperialism”, pre- 
pared by Dr. Douglas Smith, former 
lecturer In psychology at the U. of 
A., now on active service with the 
Canadian army. 

The paper, timely in view of pres- 
ent world developments and current 
discussions on imperialistic policies, 
gave an outline of Kipling’s “ideas 
on imperialism, based on the back- 
ground that Kipling himself was a 
great British imperialist. 


POLITICAL VIEWS 

Conclusions given by Dr. Smith 

were based on Kipling’s auto- 
biography and the collections of his 
feature articles. Dr. Smith wrote: 
“Kipling’s fiction was a poor source 
of information about his political 
views, and his poetry is little better, 
for though the trend of his beliefs 
are apparent in these, they are not 
accurate.” 

Keynote of Kipling’s political 
beliefs was: ‘The essence of good 
government is administration by 
which everyone is provided with 
security, a reasonable standard of 
living, and a chance for happi-

Stimson said the incident, de- + 


scribed late yesterday by Secre- 
lary of the Navy Knox as a “false 
alarm,” occurred between 3.12 
and 4.15 a.m., Pacific war time, 

Anti-aircraft guns of the 37th 
coast artillery brigade fired 1,430 
rounds of ammunition at the planes, 
which Stimson told a press confer- 
ence were officially reported as fly- 
ing at speeds ranging from “very 
slow,” to 200 miles an hour, and 
heights of 9,000 to 18,000 feet. 

The planes dropped no bombs, 
Stimson said there were no -sasual- 
ties among American troops, none 
of the planes was shot down, and 
no American army or navy planes 
were in action. 

ARMY CHIEF'S REPORT 

Since no bombs were dropped, 
Stimson said, it was possible that 
the planes might have come from 
commercial sources operated by 
enemy agents to spread alarm, dis-
